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MORGAN'S CUBAN RESOLUTION. 


The resolution introduced by Mor- 


gan of Alabama, reognizing the fact 
that a state of war exists in Cuba, 
passed the Senate by a vote of. 41 to 
14. Twelve Republicans, namelyrAlli- 
son, Barrows, Fairbanks, Gear, Hale, 
Hanna, Hawley, Hoar, Spooner, Wel- 
lington, Wetmore, Wilson and two 
Democrats, Oaffrey and White, voted 
against the resolution, and 10 Demo- 
crats, 18 Republicans and 4 Populists 
voted for it. 


Senator Hanna, who more than any 


other member is supposed to represent 
the views of the President iu the Sen- 
ate, recorded his vote against the reso- 
lution. This, taken in connection with 
tha fact that the Spanish Minister at 
Washington, Depuy de Lome, says the 
Spaniards are stronger to-day with 
President MaEinley 
and Secretary 


' Sherman than they ever were with the 
Cleveland administration, implies that 
whatever 
Mr. McKinley's 
personal 


feelings may be on the Cuban question 
his policy will be shaped by the holders 
of Spanish bonds and the American 
owners of sugar plantations in Cuba. 


The Morgan resolution, though it 


recognizes, what everybody bat the 
head of the Government has known 
for the last two years, that a state of 
war exists in Cuba, will have no effect 
unless it is sustained by the House of 
representatives and officially promul- 
gated by the President. The question, 
therefore, now \s^ What will the Com- 
mittee on Rules in the House do with 
it ? Will that Committee set apart a 
day for its consideration ? The fact 
that the Committee refused to con- 
sides its connection with the resolu- 
tion appropriating $50,000 for the relief 
of 500 destitute American citizens in 
Cuba, indicates that Mr. Reed and Mr. 
Dingley will not be in a hurry to get 
it before the House and press it to a 
vote, as 
it 
certainly 
would not.

it and its passage would be objection- 
able to the moneyed interests to whom 
the Republicans are under obligations.

There is now $145,000,000 in gold in 


the reserve fund in the United States 
Treasury. That is inviting a raid from 
the European money sharks. When 
those benevolent individuals are satis- 
fled that they can make more profit by 
getting that gold out of the Treasury 
than by letting it remain there, they 
can deplete it in a few weeks. Our 
Government simply acts as gold col- 
lector for them and when the fund is 
reduced issues more bonds to replenish 
it. Our law makers approve this policy 
and are sustained in the East and in 
the great central States by the people 
who profess to believe that the single 
gold standard' must be maintained a 
whatever cost, though they do no 
handle a twenty dollar gold piece in a 
year. 
East of Colorado there is very 


little if any gold coin in circulation 
yet the good people, whose business is 
wholly transacted 
with paper anc 


silver money, and very little of either 
approve the policy that keeps ou 
mints closed to silver and gives Eng 
land opportunity to buy it at 60 cent 
an ounce and more than double it 
value by coining it. Possibly th 
farmers and workingmen generally o 
New England and the great West may 
see the folly of their ways before th 
next election' and endeavor to mak 
amends for their past foolishness.

Poles Aro of Iron 


They are usin'g iu the west to eome 
usin'g 


extent now a harbor pole of galvanized 
roii, which has bauds and other orna- 
mental "projections and is painted in 
the same mariner as a •wooden pole. Au- 
Dther •western polo has fonr upright, 
strips of iron, around which aie wound 
spirally other iron strips, making a lat- 
iced pole.

But ev- 
erywhere the spiral stripes arc the bar- 
ber's symbol, whether they are painted 
on a pole specially designed for o sign 
or on a telegraph pole, or, as may some- 
times be seen in smaller places, around 
tfie'"trunk;of| a tree.—New York S'nn.
